Basic Skills 


Testing 


During the next few weeks 
about 180,000 Massachusetts 
public school students in grades, 
3, 6 and 9 will take, for the first 
time, uniform  state-adminis- 
tered basic skills tests in read- 
ing, mathematics and writing. 
These new tests, required by 
Chapter 188 of the School Im- 
provement Act of 1985, are 
aimed at identifying students in 
need of remedial help. The re- 
sults, to be reported in January, 
are not tied to high school grad- 
uation. 

Harold Raynolds, Jr., Massa- 
chusetts Commissioner of Edu- 
cation, explained that the state 
has an obligation to parents and 
taxpayers to assist schools in 
identifying and providing reme- 
dial help for students who have 
not mastered basic skills. ‘‘The 
State Board of Education and I 
believe that Chapter 188 gives us 
an important opportunity to ful- 
fill that obligation. Every year 
we shall report to the schools 
and the public on the educatio- 
nal progress of Massachusetts’ 
students in meeting basic skills 
standards,” he said. ‘‘We shall 
do it in a way that ensures 
fairness in testing, accuracy in 
reporting and usefulness in help- 
ing students with basic skills de- 
ficiencies.”’ 

The Basic Skills Testing Pror- 
gam is the second of two pro- 
grams mandated under Chapter 
188. The results of the first, the 
Massachusetts Educational As- 
sessment Program adminis- 
tered last spring, will be 
reported next month. The pur- 
pose of the assessment program

Academie Decathlon Team Will 


Focus On Constitution Theme

What’s the connection between the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, the Renaissance and 
Shakespeare’s‘‘Hamlet?”’ 

Why would 12 Andover High School students 
give up their free time twice a week to eat pop- 
corn and assume responsibility for becoming 
knowledgeable in ten academic areas? 

The Andover High School Academic Decath- 
lon team will ably answer the first question by 
Nov. 22. 

The answers to the second question are as var- 
ied as the students: some students like the excit- 
ement of competition of minds; others like 
learning as a team. And the fact that parents, 
colleges, teachers and fellow students recognize 
the uniqueness of this mental sport also adds to 
its appeal. 

The Academic Decathlon is the only national- 
ly-recognized academic competition. Sponsored 
by World Book Encyclopedia, the Decathlon be- 
gan in California in 1968. During the last few 
years, the contest has swiftly gained intense na- 
tional interest and support. In each state, high 
schools send team members and alternates to a 
preliminary competition in November. The top- 
scoring schools then compete in the state finals 
in February. The winning team goes on to com- 
pete in the natiional competition—which will 
take place this year in Dallas, Texas. 

As the name implies, the competition features 
ten academic areas: mathematics, science, eco- 
nomics, social studies, language and literature, 
fine arts, speech, essay writing and interviewing 
skills. The culminating event is a ‘‘Superquiz” 
that is based on an annual theme. In honor of the 
200th anniversary of the ratification of the U.S. 
Constitution, this year’s topic is that historic 
document.

sents a topic about which stu- 
dents must write. The reading 
tests cover word recognition 
skills, vocabulary comprehen- 
sion, critical reading skills and 
study skills. The mathematics 
tests cover numbers and numer- 
ation, operations, variables and 
relations, measurement, geome- 
try, problem solving skills and 
probability and statistics appro- 
priate to each grade level. The 
writing test will be scored on the 
basis of how well the student 
communicates, develops and de- 
tails ideas and uses complete 
sentences and appropriate writ- 
ing conventions. 

Allan Hartman, head of the 
testing program and director of 
the Bureau of Research and As- 
sessment, noted that the majori- 
ty of students should perform 
well on these tests. ‘‘The tests 
will only be difficult for those 
who have not mastered basic 
skills. While the tests are not di- 
agnostic, they should clearly 
identify for schools just what 
students need further help,”’ he 
explained. 

According to James Case, as- 
sociation commissioner for cur- 
riculum and instruction, test 
results will be used by the de- 
partment in awarding grants to 
schools with large numbers of 
students failing to meet basic 
skills standards. ‘‘We hope the 
results will also be used by 
schools to strengthen their cur- 
riculum and instruction,’ he 
added. 

Later in the year the State 
Board of Education will set 
statewide standards for the 
tests. Districts, however, will be 
allowed to set higher standards 
for their students. Beginning in 
1987, ninth graders who fail one 
or more of the tests will be re 
q ured to repeat the test at the

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Festival Of Sukkot To Be 


Observed At Andover Temple 


The Festival of Sukkot will be observed at Temple Emanuel, Haggets Pond Road, 
Andover, beginning Saturday, Oct. 18, and concluding Saturday, Oct. 25. Since all 
Jewish festivals and Holy Days begin on the preceding evening, services will be held 
on Friday, Oct. 17, at 8:15 p.m. and Saturday at 10:30 a.m. 

The longest, happiest and most colorful of Jewish festivals is Sukkot and symboliz- 
ing the very essence of Judaism is the Sukkah. In contrast to the massive, decayed 
monuments of past civilizations, Jews have a fragile booth of leaves and lattic work. 
Yet it serves as the living symbol of perserverance, a dwelling eagerly built each 
year by an indestructible people to celebrate their joy in the goodness of life. 

No wonder devout Jews return to their own yards and drive in the first stake of 
their Sukkot even before breaking the day-long fast of Yom Kippur. Not only is this 
observing an old custom of preparing for the next religious holiday almost before the 
previous one is finished, but is the knowledgeable Jew’s anticipation in the full signifi- 
cance and pleasure of Sukkot. 

As a people, Jews were once a band of miserable slaves living in a frail hut in the 
desert, but they did not despair. So it is today. It takes courage to break bread and 
praise God in a bare, crudely built hut, often in the cold, wet of autumn, far from 
sunbright Jerusalem.

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River Road Homeowners Face 
Problem In Selling Property 


By Susan K. OWeill 


Lionel and Eileen Sirois have been try- 
ing to sell their home for three years. 
During those years, the Andover real es- 
tate market has hit levels at which it was 
not unusual to see houses vanish from 
the listings overnight, sold before the 
realtor could pound his sign into the front 
yard. 

Still, the Sirois home sits unsold. Bull 
or bear market; it seems to matter little 
because the house, while ordinary 
enough in looks and size, is a freak of 
sorts. Located at 172 River Road, it is 
one of a few private residences left in a 
growing high-tech industrial (ID) zone. 
To each side sit other private homes; be- 
hind it is a tract of land owned by an 
industry that apparently doesn’t want or 
need the Sirois parcel. 


Potential corporate buyers ignore the 
house because it sits on a small, non-cru- 
cial piece of land. Potential private own- 
ers spurn it because the prospect of 
raising a family on busy River Road, in 
the heart of West Andover’s industrial 
zone, is less than ideal. 

Recently, the Sirois’ have glimpsed a 
light at the end of their tunnel of waiting; 
two area businessmen have proposed to 
buy the house and to re-fit it as a real 
estate development office. However, 
there is a catch—to make such a conver- 
sion, James Freeman and Joseph Har- 
rington must go before the Zoning Board 
of Appeals to seek parking and setback 
variances. 

On Tuesday night, Freeman and Har- 
rington brought their plans before the 


Planning Board for a non-binding site 
plan review, requested by the planning 
staff to elicit board comment for the in- 
formation of the ZBA. Although the 
night’s recommendations were only ad- 
visory and will not decide the ZBA’s ac- 
tions, they still proved discouraging for 
the would-be buyers and the Sirois fami- 
ly. 

As presented by Freeman, the pro- 
posed change from home to business 
would leave the exterior of the house un- 
changed. Because the building’s poten- 
tial 1400 square feet of office space would 
require five parking spaces, however, an 
existing driveway would have to be ex- 
panded to allow four diagonal parking 
slots in addition to a single space at the 
house-end of the lane. 


Freeman explained that he planned to 
locate parking in the existing driveway 
area to bypass wetlands on the lot and to 
avoid encroaching on a near neighbor’s 
back yard privacy. To do this, he said, he 
and Harrington would need a varience 
from the ZBA for side-yard parking. 
They would also need a special permit 
allowing them to park within 50 feet of 
the center line of the street. 

Planner Laura Hill said that the plan- 
ning staff was ‘‘not pleased’’ with the 
distance at which the proposed business 
would sit from its residential neighbors 
Furthermore, she said, the staff could 
not recommend a waiver of the setback 
requirements, to allow parking that

A Special Farm Nestled 
Among Industrial Giants

Ironstone Farm, which sits in the 
midst of Digital, Wang Laboratories, 
Raytheon and the I.R.S. on Lowell St. in 
West Andover, is one of the few operat- 
ing farms left in the area. The 16-acre 
farm is much more than what it may ap- 
pear at first glance. It’s not just any rid- 
ing school...Ironstone is rare in that 
many of the students here are hand- 
icapped. 

Twenty-five years ago, Dick Donovan 
and his wife, Katie, established 
Ironstone Farm in order to breed, raise 
and train thoroughbred horses. At that 
time, Andover was far more rural a com- 
munity than it is today. Donovan began 
clearing land and building. 

The farm began taking horses in from 
the track for rehabilitation, and later, 
from institutions the likes of Cornell Uni- 
versity, Tufts University and the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania. All the while, 
thoroughbreds were still being raised. 

Donovan had ‘‘no intention to get into 
it really,’’ but, neighborhood children, as 
usual, were drawn to the horses and 
wanted to learn to ride them. At this 
time, Donovan decided not only to begin 
a small riding program for the children, 
but to teach them basic horsemanship as 
well. 

Groups began to call to arrange field 
trips. In 1973, beginning with an outing 
for the Lowell Recreation Department 
Special Needs group, the farm became 
involved with riding for the handicapped. 

When that first group came to 
Ironstone for some pony rides, Donovan 
recognized the need for handicapped pro- 


grams. ‘‘It really opened our eyes,’’ he 


says now, ‘We had a wonderful time our- 
selves.” 

As the number of handicapped groups 
grew, ranging from the Perkins Scool for 
the Blind to the Greater Lowell Associa- 
tion for Retarded Citizens, Donovan be- 
came increasingly aware of the need for 
a formal program. 

In 1982, the ‘‘Challenge Unlimited’’ 
program came into full existance. Under 
the direction of Deedee O’Brien, the pro- 
gram’s coordinator, the main thrust is to 
teach therapeutic riding for handicapped 
individuals. Although it is not a univer- 
sally recognized form of therapy, physi- 
cal therapists often refer patients to the 
program and help develop a suitable 
course. 

A non-profit organization, Donovan en- 
courages individuals and organizations 
to sponsor handicapped children and 
adults who can’t themselves afford the 
program, and many of the sponsors and 
volunteers for the program are able-bod- 
ied students on the farm. 

All this, according to Donovan ‘‘cre- 
ates an atmosphere not often found to- 
day’’ where the educational aspect of the 
farm is maintained by students who 
work there in order to earn their own 
lessons. 

The current working student program 
consists of 14 teenaged girls who help 
with cleaning and feeding the horses as 
well as helping with lessons every day in 
turn for riding time of their own and the 
education they get in the care and man- 
agement of animals. 

The farm’s first working student pro-

In today’s Public Forum section of the TOWNS- 
MAN, Selectman William Dalton responds to our 
critique of a week ago whereby we questioned the 
need for an increased tax rate. 

Mr. Dalton, who is the board’s designated let- 
ter-writer, convicts the TOWNSMAN of select- 
men-bashing, points out that police and fire 
personnel were added this past year, insurance 
costs doubled and a lot of money was spent on 
school repairs. 

He asks do we think it wrong to spend so much 
on school repairs. 

It should be recalled by he and others that the 
newspaper has consistently criticized the admin- 
istration and town meeting for putting off build- 
ing repairs as being a false economical move, 
thus we would find that expenditure this past 
year a proper move. 

Frankly, there is little or no quarrel about any 
of the expenditures, or even his citing the real 
dollar value of the tax increase as compared to 
the national inflation rate, whatever that means. 
A tax increase is an added cost to local taxpayers 
whatever the national inflation rate, or even the 
national debt might be. 

No, per usual, Mr. Dalton misses the point alto- 
gether. 

We don’t question added costs, increased serv- 
ices or effective maintenance of municipal prop- 
erties. 

What remains in question, and apparently for 


perpetuity, is what is happening to all the new- 
found wealth which is pouring into the town cof- 
fers annually. 

It is anticipated that there will be an increase 
of $72,000,000 plus in new valuation in the new 
fiscal year, which certainly should contribute 
heavily toward underwriting additional police 
and fire personnel. 

Having taken the water department off the tax 
roles through increased water rates to make that 
department self-sustaining, the additional reve- 
nue from valuation certainly should assist in 
helping to pay for the repairs to school buildings. 

Mr. Dalton conveniently throws out statistics to 
get in the way of facts, such as the increased 
valuation, additional revenues from user and 
permits fees, etc. 

Much of the additional revenue will probably 
find its way into an enormous free cash account 
which will be paraded before the annual town 
meeting as effective management, when, in fact, 
it has been taken from the taxpayers early, rath- 
er than giving them a little break now and then. 

It would be nice if selectmen and other admin- 
istrators began working toward holding the line 
in the year ahead and effectively manage the 
town in an economic manner. 

That way, when selectmen return from their 
summer sojourn next year, they won’t have to 
wrestle with the sticky problem of raising taxes. 

Or, is that too much to anticipate. 


Down The Years With The Townsman 


75 Years Ago — October 1911 

The Andover Club held its annual meeting in the club 
rooms on Wednesday evening with large attendance.

The frequent cases of thieving which have been report- 
ed during the past few months at Foster’s Pond, received 
what may be a slight check last Sunday, when Chief 
Mears and Special Officer Leonard Saunders arrested a 
man and woman, who had been stealing cabbages. 


50 Years Ago — October 1936 

Randall T. Cox, assistant district attorney of Essex 
county, will speak on “Grand Jury” at the meeting of the 
Service club Thursday evening. Dinner will be served as 
usual at the Square and Compass club at 6:15. 

The school board will meet in special session on Tues- 
day evening to act on several matters, the most important 
being the election of a new teacher for the junior high to 
relieve congestion. 

Andover’s part in the coming state election reaches a 


climax in the next two weeks, with the entire Democratic 
state ticket scheduled to speak at the town hall in a rally 
at eight tonight and the entire Republican state ticket due 
to hold a rally in the town hall on Oct. 27 at 8 p.m. 

The TOWNSMAN was the third Andover weekly. It fol- 
lowed ‘‘The Journal of Humanity and Herald of the Amer- 
ican Temperance Society,” published between 1829 and 
1833, and the ‘‘Andover Advertiser,’’ which was published 
between 1853 and 1866.

The Special Needs Program in Andover has 
become a focal point for debate by the school 
committee as a result of the election of Mrs. 
French to a tenured positoon. As a voter I rely 
upon the expertise of Dr. Seifert and the school 
committee on matters of salary and fiscal re- 
sponsibility. Other issues were also discussed 
that did not pertain to this appointment. The 
issue of tenure in general is one that cannot be 
resolved by the school committee since ii 
requires legislative action. 

Using the election of Mrs. French as a forum 
on special needs was inappropriate. Consider- 
ation has to be given regarding recent revisions 
adopted for Chapter 766 programs. Had Mr. 
Birnbach wished to make changes within the 
system he should have done so through the legis- 
lative process that was taking place. 

Funding, however, is probably the biggest 
problem faced by municipalities in providing 
special needs education. The federal govern- 
ment only provides about 7 to 8 percent of the 
funds necessary to maintain special needs pro- 
grams at a current level. The changes required 
for special needs and remedial education will 
only happen when the federal government is re- 
ady to assume responsibility for providing equal 
access to quality education. The time has come 
for the federal government to assume responsi- 
bility for a national education program that is 
capable of addressing those problems that have 
allowed 40 million Americans to remain func-

Finally, I welcome a review of the Special 
Needs/Learning Disabilities program because 
there is always need for improvement in a mod- 
el program. If Andover’s program is to achieve 
positive results, as myself and other parents feel 
it already has, continued support is necessary to 
guarantee success.

gram members nave now moved on to 
the instructor/apprentice program 
where they study teaching methods and 
teach small children riding techniques. 

Lessons are given in a ten-week block 
and are fully prepared with a lesson plan 
to give each student, handicapped or 
able-bodied, a well-rounded education in 
horsemanship. Each year, a mini-show 
is given for small children, with this 
year’s program being designed entirely 
by the working students. 

When in June of 1985 Donovan learned 
that the Andover Fox and Hound 4H 
club would no longer be, he again came 
to the rescue, and established the 
Ironstone 4-H club, using the farm as its 
base. Club members use the school 
horses as their 4-H projects and are fully 
responsible for the care of the animal, 
including record keeping and caring for 
injuries. 

Seven members of the Ironstone 4H 
gave a visual presentation on the state 
level, returning with four blue ribbons 
for the farm. Another four members par- 
ticipated in a “horse bull’’ quiz on the 
state level. The club has just begun its 
second year with an impressive mem- 
bership of 28. 

Donovan commented that it’s ‘‘diffi- 
cult today to maintain a working farm, 
but the common goal of all involved is to 
make a rare, and sometimes impossible, 
thing work.’’ He cited the increased cost 
of maintaining the horses as the chief 
problem of the farm. 

Since the “Challenge Unlimited’’ pro- 
gram is non-profit, the money earned 
from able-bodied riders is not adequate 
to support the farm anymore. 

To keep the program, and in fact the 
farm itself, going, Donovan is planning 
on building an indoor riding facility. 

O’Brien commented that many of the 
‘Challenge Unlimited’’ students are de- 
prived of a full program when weather 
conditions make riding unsafe. At one 
time, it rained’for seven straight Thurs- 


he says, ‘lt got as tar as the front lawn, 
and there it sits.”’ 

Donovan cannot build the facility un- 
less his petition for a variance from the 
zoning by-laws is approved. The hearing 
on the case has been continued to Mon- 
day evening, Oct. 20, in the School Com- 
mittee Conference room. 

The farm is truly a family operation. 
Wife Katie, daughter Bobbie, 15, and son 
Duffy, 14, all participate in the operation 
of the farm. Donovan commented that 
his children are ‘“‘very much involved 
with the farm...they work hard, have full 
days, and appreciate what they have. 
They are learning to give of them- 
selves.” 

The family participates in many farm- 
related community activities off prem- 
ises as well. Katie, a bee keeper, won an 
award for the best honey in Essex Coun- 
ty at the recent Topsfield Fair. Bobbie 
was awarded for her cooking and was 
presented the first place award for mold- 
ed candles made of beeswax, while Duffy 
won first place in specialty candles. 

The Ironstone Farm family is not just 
the Donovans. It extends to O’Brien who 
has been with the farm for 14 years now, 
and to all the other volunteers and stu- 
dent workers, as well as the handicapped 
and able-bodied riders. 

O’Brien began teaching the hand- 
icapped when the first group from Low- 
ell came to the farm and has since 
studied methods to make it not only a 
physically, but emotionally, therapeutic 
experience. 

Carole Canali of Tewksbury, mother of 
an able-bodied student, commented that 
‘‘to see these kids is just the most fas- 
cinating thing...I have a new child.”’ She 
has been so impressed with her daugh- 
ter’s development that she now volun-

would come within 11 feet of the right-of- 
way. “The 50-foot setback is there for a 
reason,”’ she said, “‘to encourage more 
campus-type development in the area.” 

Freeman said that he agreed with the 
spirit of campus-style development, such 
as that used by surrounding industries, 
as a long-term goal for the parcel and its 
neighbors. However, in the short term, 
he said, he would like to use the house for 
office space because it was an immedi- 
ately available single parcel. 

Board Chairman Michael Houghton 
said that, while he sympathized with the 
businessmen’s concerns, “‘My problem 
with this is, there is, as staff maintains, a 
dangerous precedent to be set here. 
Waiving setbacks could lead to ‘‘strip de- 
velopment”’ along River Road, he ex- 
plained, a concept that runs counter to 
the intent of ID zoning, which he called

‘the most restrictive industrial zoning.”’ 

Furthermore, he said, although an 
owner receiving a variance might intend 
to acquire more land in time and develop 
it in a manner more fitting to the zone, if 
he were to re-sell that parcel without ac- 
complishing his goal, the variance would 
be passed to a new owner. 

Freeman said that a decision against 
the variances would force residents to 
sell their homes as individual properties, 
unattractive to residents and useless for 
small businesses. 

At this, Eileen Sirois told the board 
that she and her husband had tried for 
three years to sell the house. Behind 
them, she said, lay a 50-foot strip of land 
owned by the Prudential Corporation; in- 
terested would-be business-based buyers 
of her property had attempted to obtain 
that strip and had found the company 
unwilling to sell. 

As for the hardship an office conver- 
sion would force upon her neighbors,

the variances. 

“Is there some willingness to work 
some middle ground here,”’ asked Free- 
man, ‘‘or is this an unequivocal ‘no’?’’

interior road, it would feature two cul-de- 
sacs. 

Although it is planned as a ‘‘conventio- 
nal”’ subdivision, a designation that spe- 
cifies regulation-sized lots and requires 
no deeding of land to the town, ‘‘Field- 
stone Meadows”’ would also feature 11 
acres of wetlands that would become 
town property. 

McLeod explained that, because the 
land was not conveniently located for 
direct gravity-feed connection to sur- 
rounding sewer mains, the project’s de- 
velopers propose to install individual 
sewage pumping systems on each house- 
lot. The mechanisms would be main- 
tained by the homeowners, and would 
ultimately pump the effluent into the 
town system. 

McLeod acknowledged that the subdi- 
vision could be served by more conven- 
tional lines if its developers could obtain 
sewer easements through abutting prop- 
erty parcels. However, he explained, at- 
tempts to do so had met with mixed 
reviews—so the developers had chosen 
individualized pumping in preference to 
the installation of septic systems. 

The deadline for board approval or dis- 
approval of preliminary plans for 
‘Fieldstone Meadows”’ is Oct. 31. If ap- 


proved, the plans will be resubmitted for 
board consideration, and public hearing, 
in the more detailed definitive stage.
